Notwithstanding what may be inferred to thegthat, if his race were treated with courtesy and 


contrary from their early intercourse with forergn- 
ers, (and their excesses have been neither strange 
or unaccountable,) the Haweiians are gentle and 
aminble. They are at the same time courageous 
and valiant: in these respects far ahead of all other 
olynesians. A habit of labor has been implanted 
in them by causes peculiar to their situation and 
condition, until {they have fairly earned the repu- 
tation of an industrious people. This fact, as much 
perhaps as any other, assures the hope that they 
may become the profiting recipients of our eiviliza- 
tion, The narrative which I am about to give will 
‘illustrate their toughness of muscle and supple- 
ness of limb,” not more than it will justify a con- 
fidence in their capacity for improvement. 

“A man and his wife, both Christians, were pas- 
sengers in a schooner, which foundered at a cow- 
erable distance from the land. Al! the natives 
on board promptly took refuge in the sea; and the 
man in question, who had just celebrated divin: 
servir e in the ill-fated vessel, called his fellows, 
some of them being 
around him to offer up another tribute of praise 
and supplication from the deep in which they were 
strugeling, to tarry, with a combination of eourag 
and humility perhaps unequalled in the world’s 
history, in order deliberately to worship God in 
that universal temple, under whose restless pave- 
ment the speaker, and the most of his hearers, were 
destined to find their graves. The man and his 
wife had each sueceeded in procuring the support 
of a covered bucket, by way of a buey, and awit 
they struck with the rest for Kaheolawe, finding 
themselves next morning alone in the oecan, after 
a whole afternoon and night of privation and toil. 
‘bh aggravate their misfortunes, the wife's bucket 
went to pieces soon after daylight, so that she hac 
to mate the best of her way without assistance or 
relief; and in the course of the afternoon the man 
became too weak to proceed, till his wife, to a cer- 
tain extent, restored his strength by shampooning 
him in the water. They had now Kahoclawe in 
full view, after having been about twenty-four 
hours upon their dreary voyage. In spite, how- 
ever, of the cheering sight, the man again fell into 
such a state of exhaustion, that the woman took 
his bucket for herself, giviag him, at the same time.

even this exertion proved to be too much for him, 
the faithful creature, after trying in vain to rouse 
him to prayer, took his arms round her neck, hold- 
ing them tegether with one hand, and making with 
the other for the shore. When a very trifling dis- 
tance remained to Le accomplished, she discovered 
that he was dead, and, dropping his corpse, reached 
the land before night, having vassed over upwards 
of twenty-tive miles, during au exposure of nearly 
thirty hours.”

QUEAN PENNY POSTAGE. 


The following are reports of speeches made week 
before last iu New York city, in favor of the sedue- 
tion of Ocean Penny Postage. The first is by 
Kliha Burritt, the second hy John P. Hale. We 
copy from the Tribune. 





Mr. Burvitt said: 


sut the whole reduction now proposed is confined 
to the single item of the ocean transit: we leare 
diflerent countries to reduce or retain their inland 
rates as they please. This greatly facilitates he 
project, as thus, we haye not to wait for the action 
of siow moving Governments: all that is required 
is the cordial co-operation of the United States and 
Great Britain to establish the system over nearly 
the whole oeean surtaee of the globe. By this 
scheme the rate to any town in Great Britain would 
be 7 cents; that is, American inland, 3 
oecan, 2ceuts; English inland, 2 cents. To France 
it woud be LO cents; to the German Postal Union, 
Yeents. During the last two years more public 
meetings have been held in Englund fin favor of 
this measure than of any other, demanding the ac- 
tion of Parliament. ‘There have been large dem- 
onstrations in the prinipal cities of Great Britain 
and Lreland, and the principal Chambers of Com- 
merce have memorialized Varliament. Hundreds 
of petitions have heen presented, not only from: the 
british Isles but from the colonies. From almost 
every emigrant shin to Australia, the farewell 
ae has been to Parliament for the Ocean Penny 
ostage.

nations, Many persons are engaged in preparing 
facts to submit, to show the scheme may he adopted 
without any sensible loss to the revenue. I cannot 
conceive any American heart, any Christian philan- 
thropist or patriot, who would be unwilling to see 
this great Republic, whose navies whiten every sea, 
aid in establishing a system which would bless all 
the populations of men with benefits which no 
iongue can describe. Eeonomical minds ay doubt 
its practicability, especially when they consider 
that, within three years, American steamers may 
be plying between this country and China, Japan- 
the Coast of Africa, Australia, the Sandwich Is 
lands, to Behring Straits. But. we need not take 
so wide a view atonee. I think fully four-fifths of 
the American correspondence with Europe, goes in 
a direct line hy Great Britain, by the Liverpool and 
Southampton mail packets.

THE WOMEN OF THE WEST. 


Sr. Lovis, Saturday, Dec. 17, 1853. 

As you are the friend of Women’s Rights, and 
also of the Temperance reform, it occurred to me 
that you might think the following worthy of a 
place in The Tribune. Mr. Ross, (the same who 
was mobbed at Boonefield, Mo., recently,) prior to 
that had an invitation by the Division at Hannibal, 
Mo., to go there and lecture. He did so, and as 
usual was very severe on the ram-sellers, a commit- 
tee of whom waited on him and forbid his lectur- 
ing again. On the next evening he was to lecture 
at the Methodist Church. Soon after the lecture 
commenced, some six or eight men, armed to the 
teeth, approached the speaker with threats of vio- 
lence if he did not desist. But nothing intimida- 
ted he went on dealing out to them such withering 
sarcasm and rebuke that they finally left, threat- 
ening what they would do the next evening, shoul 
he attempt speaking again. The next day he could 
get no house in which to lecture, as all were afraid 
of a mob, which might result in damage to their 
houses. So he left for want of a house in which to 
speak. The ladies of the city thought it time now 











for them to act, so they took the matter in hand—| 


drew up an invitation (or him to return and lecture 
again, pledging themselves to furnish him a house 
in which to lecture, and to protect him at the risk 
of their honor and lives. This invitation 
signed hy three hundred and sixty-eight ladies out 
of a population of two thousand and five hundred, 
and embraced a large preportion of the ladies of 
the city. The invitation was cordially responded 
to and the day set for his lecture. 


tion of ladies, large and respectable, with banner 
floating in the air, met and welcomed him hack to 
their city, and escorted him to his hotel. At the 
hour for the leecure they returned and escorted him 
to the church which was crowded to its utmost ea- 
pacity. As a matter of course no one dared to in- 
terrupt him while thus protected. 
and lectured fur several days, and dealt out to the 
liquor-sellers the severest blows they ever had in 
that county. On the second day of this course of 
lectures the ladies entered into a written agreement 
that they would, from that time forward, patronize 
no man in any branch of business who dealt, in 
any way, in spirituous liquors. This was signed 
by all the ladies of the city. 
Rights to some purpose and to some effect. In a 
council of the rum-fraternity, one of the largest 
wholesale dealers in the city, Mr. S., remarked, 
Mr. goss aad only spoken the truth. 
next morning, to the astonishment of all, and the 
great consternation of his associates, his whole 
store and ware-house were draped in mourning.— 
Empty barrels, kegs, demijons, bottles, &e., covered 
with craye, were seen around the buildings mourn- 
ing for their contents, which during the night were 
emptied into the river. It is unnecessary to say 
the ladies patronized him from that day, and he is 
now the richest merchant in that place. The op- 
sition to Women’s Rights ceased in that region, and 
temperance has been right side up with care ever 
since.
